The 300 fick and wounded Impe- 
rialifts of the Garrifon of Guaftala are to be con- 
ducted to the Camp of Prince Eugene, and are 
oblig’d to go to Trent as foon as they are able. The 
Duke of Mantua is made Duke of Guatftala.

Paris, Sept. 29. Monfieur de Ferriere Captain of 
the Eolus, a Man of War of 64 Guns, came into 
Breft on the 22d inft. who reports that hecame from 
the Weft Indies with Count Chateauregnault, and 
that the reft of the Squadron are not far behind him.

Venice, Sept. 23. The laft Letters from Italy lefc 
the Armys in their former Pofts ; the French being 
abour 36000 ftrong, had detached fome Troops to 
inveft Mirandola, the Garifon of which i’lace is 
reinforc’d by the Wolfenbutelers that arriv'd iately, 
who took along with them 200 Wagpons loaded 
with Ammunition aud Provifions. The Imperiatifts 
had fent outa ftrong Deratchment to intercept a 
Convoy of Provifions that were coming out of the 
Veronefe to Mantua under the Guard ot 1500 Spa- 
nifh Horfe; but che French having notice of it, the 
Defign was fiuftrated.
